MERZ after being assigned to ME Section conferred with and 
received most of his instructions from Kriminal Kommissar (Auf Probe) 
EYUTZ, whom he had previously met at the Kommissar course and who is, 
according to Merz, he^d of VI c 13 and directly responsible to 
Dr, Graefe (Graeve). Eylitz gave Merz instructions to: 

a) penetrate Greek underground organizations in order 
to discover a means of sending a courier to the M.E, (middle 
East) 

b) to report to HOESSELBARIl! in Athens 

c) contact Tappenbeck VI c 13 rep in Greece 

d) keep Amt Vl in Brin informed of his progress 
through Hoesselbarth or Tappenbeck. 

(Note: Merz, by reason of his previous successful penetration of 
underground organizations in Poland, was to establish a link b.;tween 
MiP in yfersaw and the Poles in the Middle East - 19U3o This link 
was to be exploited by Amt Vj for its own purposes.) 

MiP (Miecz i Pltig-Sword & Plough) Polish party jso be used by Amt VI 
to establish contact with Polish HQ, Middle East Aimed at collaborating 
with Germas vs common eneny Russia leaders hoped party would not 
be only the raain political factor, but also greatest military powe;

EILITZ also inforned Merz that He (apparently Eylitz tho not clear) 
was instructed to recruit Polish vforksrs in the oil wells of S. ^ol?ind . 
for sabotage purposes-. The saboteurs who were probably to be trained 
in Poland itself so that they should not suspect that they -vrould in fact 
be carrying o t sabotage on behalf of A-mt VI, might be transported to Pers 
by plane - To destroy oil ivells inthe Baku area, 
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
